Patrolman Roy Morris was off 
duty and in plain clothes/in a 
downtown restaurant when Tenin- 
ty entered and asked a waiter if 
he might wash his hands. He was 
shown the washroom and after 
making a pretense at washing his 
hands, returned to the dining room 
again. He walked up to the cash 
register, where Nick Peterson, 
night manager, was standing. Te- 
ninty glanced around and saw 
Morris watching him. Morris said 
he thought Teninty meant to hold 
up the restaurant. Apparently 
sensing that Morris was a police- 
man, Teninty hurried toward the 
front door of the restaurant and 
fairly ran out the front exit. This 
aroused the suspicions of Morris, 
who followed the man to the street 
shouting to him to stop after iden- 
tifying himself as an officer. Te- 
ninty stopped sharply and drew a 
revolver from his pocket. He 
pulled the trigger twice, but the 
hammer clicked on empty cham- 
bers.

Rutledge has been editor of the 
Preachers’ Magazine and pastor of 
the Second Baptist Church of East 
St. Louis. He is 65 years old. The 
Economy Oil Company was a $5,- 
£00,000 trust estate. Rutledge, it 
was alleged at the trial, sold $258,- 
000 in stock, which proved worth- 
less, to 1500 clergymen and 500 
laymen, chiefly readers of his mag- 

‘fazine. There was testimony that 
he misrepresented location and 
productivity of his wildcat wells.

‘Keep River Out of Politics,’ 
Secretary of War Advises; 


Urges Early Action by U. S. 


Dwight F. Davis Says Flood Prevention Is 
Most Important Problem Before 
His Department Today.

This Country Only Has 3 Per Cent 
of 3,000,009 Tons of Merchant 
Shipping Contracts.

NEW YORK, Oct. 13.—Ameri- 
can shipbuilding fell 50,000 gross 
tons in the quarter ended Sept. 30, 
below the total for the previous 
quarter, according to Lloyd’s Keg- 
ister. 

This country dropped from fifth 
to seventh place, France and Den- 
mark having surpa.sed it in ship 
construction. Only three per cent 
of the 3,000,000 tons’ .merchant 
shipping contracts throughout the 
world were under the auspices of 
American yards.

The Nebraskan is sure to carry 
his home State, and probably will 
have the insurgent belt generally 
behind him in the next convention, 
But the plan of his associates is 
to enter his candidacy both east 
and west in these 14 primary 
States: 
California, Illinois, . Massachu- 
setts, Nebraska, New Hampshire, 
New Jerse¥, New York, North Da- 
kota, Ohio, Oregon, Pennsylvania, 
South Dakota, West Virginia and 
Wisconsin. 
Not that they have any expec- 
tation of capturing, in Norris’ 
name, all these delegates, but they 
think they can collect enough del- 
egates to make a formidable show- 
ing on which to base western de- 
mands for recognition in platform 
making and nomination of a cau- 
didate for President and Vice 
President. 

Senator Norris’ attitude is one of 
reluctance. He does not relish the 
role of stalking horse, though he is 
willing to make the sacrifice for 
the sake of Progressive principles. 

But his supporters think they 
can garner enough convention 
strength to prevent complete east- 
ern domination. 

Norris said yesterday that he 
disliked being the candidate, that 


he would not go about the cou.- 


try making speeches, He hag neith- 
er the time nor disposition for 
that, he said, and would only con- 
sent to the use of his name if the 
rest of the Progressive, yet to ar- 
rive here, join in demanding it. 
The old La Follette organization 
will be the nucleus of the Norris 
movement. The Wisconsin veteraas 
of La Follette Progressiveism are 
enthusiastically for Norris as the 
only figure around whom they can 
rally. 

Borah is the only one of the 
Progressive group with a predilic- 
tion for Secretary Hoover. Nor 
would any of the others be con- 
tent with the nomination of Dawes, 
Lowden, Hughes or other possible 
contenders so far named. All are 
considered “eastern reactionaries” 
and none of the insurgents will 
venture to name any candidate, 
save one of their own group who 
would be acceptable.

Fed- 
eral Judge Hutcheson says “No.” There is 
a limit to @ry paternalism under the Vol- 
stead law. Refusal of withdrawal permits 
in future cannot be made the penalty for 
failing to assist such methods. Such refus- 
als, in the language of the court, are “mere- 
ly personal and arbitrary, without support 
in regulation or law.” 

In this case the plaintiff was a perfum- 
ery-making concern. It may henceforth 
self to whom it pleases to take as custom- 
ers. It is no business of the enforcers to 
supervise business processes. If anybody 
turns perfumery into something drinkable it 
is for the enforcers to accuse and cogvict 
him if they can. 

The decision is a significant one. It is 
in full aceord with the genera! trend of 
today toward leaving business men the free- 
dom of Americans in general. Alcohol is 
such a vital element in so many manufac- 
tures that a following out of the Campbell 
theory consistently would be humanly im- 
possible.
